Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  continued  to  decrease  in  July  and  totaled 
1,908  cars  compared  v.ath  2,025  cars  in  June,  according  to  inspectors'  reports 
to  the  Grain  Branch  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration.  The 
average  for  the  month  of  July  for  the  crop  years  194-0--44-  T^ras  2,632  cars.  In- 
spected receipts  for  October-July  this  season  were  82,367  cars  compared  with 
81,246  cars  for  the  same  period  last  season. 

The  quality  of  soybeans  inspected  in  July  was  somewhat  below  that  for  the  pre- 
ceding month,  89  percent  grading  No.  2  or  better  compared  Yiith  92  percent  in 
June . 

July  inspections  included  the  equivalent  of  about  54-  cars  inspected  as  truck 
receipts.
